The Red Cross Seal campaign has 


begun. Thp Pennsylvania Society for 
the Prevention of Tuberculosis has 
completed 
its 
preliminary arrange- 


meuts for the state wide sale of the 
Christmas stamps. The Seals will be 
sold in practical!}- every county in 
Pennsylvania and in every town of 
importance in the State. Altogethei 
between 3,000,000 and 3,500 000 will be 
distribuled. The design this year is 
considered to be more artistic than 
that of last year. A small red cross 
stands out each corner of the stamp. 
Across the top appears the words 
"Merry Christmas," and at the bottom' 
"Happy New Year." In the center of 
the stamp is a picture of Santa Claus 
with "American Red Cross" above and 
"1912" below. Sprigs of holly com- 
plete the decorative work on the 
stamp. 


The stamps as usual will sell for 


One Cent each. The proceeds will go 
for the prevention of tuberculosis. In 
such cities where the sale of stamps 
is large, local committees have been 
formed 
These committees will su- 


pervise both the selling of thfe seals 
and the spending of tne funds raised 
in 
their 
localities 
Elsewhere 
the 


Pennsylvania Society will take charge 
of this work. Persons desiring to 
form local committees should write to 
the rennsylvania Society at Its head- 
quarters, 1701 Chestnut Street, Phila. 


Samuel M. Spry, who last year cov- 


ered a large portion of the State in 
the Interest of the Red Cross Seal sale 
will represent the Society this year in 
this branch of its work." He has left 
Philadelphia for Sunuury where he 
will begin his work. ' He will inter- 
view all the leading merchants in the 
various towns through 
which he 


passes, and will urge upon them the 
need of their support in the campaign 
against tuberculosis and the good 
which they can accomplish through 
placing Red Cross Seals on sale.

HELD LAST WJiEK 


Rotes of Addresses of Instructors- 


Valuable Helps to the Teachers 


of County. 


Tuesday Morning. 


The morning session of Institute 


opened with the singing of "Morning 
Greetinsr." 
The devotional exercises 


becan with the sinking of "Morning 
Praise." Rev. 
L. Dow Ott of 
the 


Methodist Church read scripture les- 
son as found in Prov. S, following this 
with prayer. 
Institute sang "When 


the Strife is Ended" and "Our Mes- 
sage." 


The first speaker on the program 


was Prof. Dennis, expert assistant of 
agricultural education for the State 
of Pennsylvania, subject. "The Trend 
of Modern Education'' was specially 
applied to the rural school, in particu- 
lar to the township high, school. He 
questioned that theie was a "back to 
the land movement."' 
But that in- 


stead there really was a tendency ''to 
stay on the land." Hitherto we have 
discussed, as a nation, only urban 
problems, now we find there are ru- 
ral problems to be solved. It is a mis- 
take to think that the population of 
the cities are decreasing because of 
the return of their inhabitants to the 
farms. Statistics prove this a fallacy. 
In 1S90 but 55 per cent, of the popula- 
tion was rural, in 1900 47 per cent., 
in 1910 38 per cent, and it is further 
stated that in 1912 the population in 
rural districts will be but 36 per cent, 
or 40 percent. This shows that a 
smaller population is producing food 
for the entire population. Something 
roust be done for the rural section 
that the condition can be more inter- 
esting and lucrative. The people of 
these sections must find the solution 
as it is their problem. We can, how- 
ever, help them. 
"We teachers have a 


part. The three chief agencies that 
can bring about reform are. 1st the 
Church; 2nd. the lodge: 3rd, the 
school. The church may do much, 
but is not the main one, because the 
people are not united. The lodge is 
not always successful because some 
people do not believe in secrecy. Then 
it is for the school to be the main 
channel through which all powers act. 
School is non-political, non-sectarian, 
non-fraternal. It is the expression of 
the whole people. The following are 
the functions of the rurla schools, par- 
ticularly of the township high school: 


1. Training for boys and girls, cul- 


ture in music, art and literature. This 
training should never be for farming 
alone, we owe that of culture and re- 
finement. 


2. Intellectual 
center 
for whole 


community, (a) .Furnish, a library 
of value to the community, (b) Maga- 
zines and agricultural 
papers, 
(c) 


Community meetings. ,(d) A week's 
lecture course, (e) Continuous school 
course for those that have left schol. 


Economic changes in country life 


will bring about changes in social con- 
ditions. The spelling bee. the husking 
bee and the singing school have pass- 
ed away.- TTban is there to take their 
places? The State is ready to help. 
Information 
along 
all 
agricultural 


lines may be obtained by writing to 
the State Department, or to State Col- 
lege. The data collected will soon be 
distributed throughout the State. 


At the conclusion of this most prac- 


tical and appropriate address the In- 
stitute joined in singing "The Lord of 
the Harvest." 


Prof. Roth then announced that the 


fourth annual reunion of the former 
Shippensburg Normal School students 
would be held at B.aymond's Cafe on 
Tuesday evening. 


Dr. Corson occupied the next period] 


upon the subject. "The Advantages of' 
Country Teachers." He argued that 
anyone who is dissatisfied with his 
conditions never makes a success of 
life. The philosophy of life is to turn 
an emergency into an opportunity, a 
disadvantage into an advantage. The 
country teacher serves the most appre- 
ciative people in the world. Many of 
our greatest professional men have 
come from the country, because there 
is a greater appreciation --of things 
that are worthy. 
The surroundings 


are better for the boy. they are educa- 
tive. Boys upon the farm learn to 
take the initiative and to do things 
right. The busy life of the farm 
helps to make the country boy stipe- 
rior to the city lad in many ways. Dr. 
Corson urged the country teachers to 
live in the community, that they may 
be a part of the life they., are trying 
to help. There are greater opportu- 
nities for teaching in tli2 country, for 
observation and experiment. This very 
stronjr plea for a greater appreciation 
of the teacher for his work could not 
fail in its jnirpose as a hopeful • mes- 
sage. Singing followed this discourse. 
Pr. Fe?s discussed "The Present 


"Worth of History _" declaring that 
there must be some reasoii for teach- 
ing any event. 
The importance of 


any historic incident depends upon its 
cause and effect. The Declaration of 
Inde3»endence proclaimed all men free 
and equal, and 5t v.-as but an expres- 
sion of the sfHliment of the times. 
T.-hJeh had gradually developed out of 
tne tyranny of mediaevaljsm to be 
•expressed in ihe voice of the people 
setting forth their inalienable rights. 
The importance of teaching such a 
document is «o be found in the forrc 
of its cause. s'313 greater in its effect. 


Morning session then adjourned. 


Tuesday Afternoon.

The singing of the "Star 
Spangled Banner" concluded this im- 
pressive memorial tribute. 


Dr. Corson. the first speaker of the 


afternoon, gave ?ome very poimed ad- 
vice upon "Teaching Pn'nils to Help 
Them selves." He spoke ' of the

<ulty of knowing 5iow much help may 
he given without weakening the capa- 
bility f ' -~.,e one who a-^ks for assist- 


To'/ much help weakens, too 


little may produce permanent discour- 
agement. "The mission of the school 
is to fiive the power to the pupil to 
master a problem alone." Many peo- 
ple expose themselves to an education 
and do not catch it. Teach the chil- 
dren to use their own power and to 
do tlu-ir own work. The ideal teacher 
lias an aptitude for 
vicariousness, 


must 1'c able to reproduce the perplex 
ities that exibt in the mind of the 
•jhild. "As a rose may shut up and 
jecome a bud again." 
Such will be 


patient teachers. As a definition of 
teaching remarkable for its simplici- 
ty, yet true in its very nature, Dr. Cor- 
don'gave the following: "Teaching is 
explaining anything over and over 
again, without getting out of patience. 
Through this failure in patience, the 
,nipil slow of thought and speech is 
often shut out. We must give the slow 
pupil the chance to find out that he 
an do something. 


Singing "The Boola Song" followed. 
Prof. Dennis, the second speaker, in 


givins "The Present Status of Public 
School 
Agriculture," 
named 
three 


types of agricultul schools existing in 
this or other States. 


1. District 
Agricultural schools, 


one to each congressional district. 


2. The county school—same curri- 


culum as four years' high school, ag- 
riculture and industrial training in- 
stead of Latin. 


3. Township high school. A regu- 


lar township high school with agri- 
cultural department. 


The work done in the above schools 


is accomplished by means of text- 
books, direct observation and experi- 
ments. Clubs are formed, girls' sew- 
ing clubs, boys" corn and potato clubs. 
The teaching of agriculture means 
only the readjustment of school condi- 
tions to meet the conditions of agri- 
culture. 
Prof. Dennis described the 


work of the corn clubs in selection 
germination and _ corn growing con- 
tests. 
Giving the"good results of such 


contests, he proved the real practical 
value of this new feature of education. 


The sipging of ''Our Message'' fol- 


lowed this address. 


Dr. Fess gave the last instruction as 


a character sketch, choosing for study 
the late Henry "Ward Beecher. His 
picture of the great preacher in. the 
many dramatic situations of his life 
showed him a veritable master of men. 
The afternoon session then adjourned. 


Wednesday Morning. 


The devotional exercises were con- 


ducted by Rev. J. B. Baker of the St. 
James' Lutheran Church, who read 
and led in prayer. Music, "Our Mes- 
sage/' 
"Morning Praise.'' "Onward 


Christian Soldiers" and "Crossing the 
Bar."-" 


Prof. Sanders of Pennsylvania Col- 


lege, addressed the 'Institute on the 
"Social Aim in Education."' 


The trend of education in our age 


is, towards the practical. Much of the 
inspiration in this direction has come 
from Herbert Spencer's essay on Edu- 
cation, and there is real danger that 
Spencer's one-sidedness is becoming 
all too dominant. It must be remem- 
bered that his essay was a protest 
against the English system of the mid- 
dle of last century. He was combat- 
ing a system that was wholly unprac- 
tical and formal, and he went to the 
opposite extreme of emphasizing the 
formal at the^expense of the cultural 
and formal. 


The thought I wish to present this 


morning involves a more comprehen-i 
give practical education, thaa Spen- 
cer's. Prof. Pearson says that the sole 
reason that can be given for any so- 
cial institution, is its contribution to 
the welfare of human society, to so- 
cial happiness and to social stability. 
I shall make this my text. As the 
child is introduced to the world he is 
equipped with an instinctive organi- 
zation which enables him to adapt to 
his environment. His earliest adapta- 
tions are directed towards the satis- 
faction of his simpler needs. As time 
vears on and weeks lengthen into 
montas and his early years give rise 
to new demands of a broader and 
more complex character. But his point 
of contact still remains on the plane 
of the physical. He demands things. 
He insists that their sole purpose is 
his need, they exist for his use. Much 
of our education remains on this 
plane. 
We are hearing much these 


days about manual training, domes- 
tic science, agriculture, &c.. in our 
schools. 1 haven't a word to say 
against these. 
I do insist however, 


that we must not lose sight of the 
higher aims of education. These very 
essential departments arise from our 
contact with our physical 
environ- 


ment. 
They supply physical needs. 


An education that culminates in mak- 
ing an efficient member of a social 
body whose whole function seems to 
^e industry and commerce fails of the 
highest at which education must aim. 
We are not engaged in constructing 
machines for grinding out dollars. We 
are educating persons to take their 
place? as members of a social organi- 
zation whose highest functions are 
personal. 


Above the pnysical point of contact 


\viih the environment, comes the es- 
thetic or cultural. 
Our school sys- 


tem must not forget these. Social hap- 
piness requires these quite as much 
as the economic products of industry. 
When the child learns the distinction 
Between thing, playthings a3id play- 
mates it begins to move into the 
sphere of righis and privileges. Play- 
things arc to he used, playmates are 
to co-operate for mutual advancement. 
ln this co-operation organization he- 
?onies necessary. In other -words the 
movf-mcnts of the social group must 
be disciplined to harmonious action 
just as in the case of the individual 
{he various members of the body had

this platform. When will the town 
be informed as to the details? 
The 


cultural and formal disciplines culti- 
vates selective judgment, and the ap- 
preciation of the social elements of 
permanent value. This can never be 
performed by the vocational or indus- 
trial disciplines. 
The highest factor 


in the Social Aim must be stability 
coupled with growth, for society is 
alive and all living things grow. This 
growth and stability rests on compre- 
hensive principles of concerted action 
which are held in respect because of 
their intrinsic worth. The child- must 
learn to obey by making the law its 
own. 
This requires inspiration rath- 


er 
than 
compulsion. The 
electric 


chair in the Slate and the rod in the 
school room represent our acknowl- 
edgment that we have not yet advanc- 
ed sufficiently in our understanding of 
social pedagogics to develop charac- 
ter positively. 1 am not saying these 
must be dispensed with forthwith, i 
am not discussing that question. But 
stability and healthful progress of the 
social organism can only be realized 
in its highest sense by the positive 
work we do in inspiring the members 
of society to make the governing prin- 
ciples of society their own. It is easi- 
er to crush individuality and coerce 
obedience. But it is grander to study 
vour case and inspire him to make the 
positive choice of obedience. • 


In summary therefore we -mean to 


say that the Social Aim of Education 
involves the positive development of 
individuals into efficient members of 
society. Efficiency implies industrial 
efficiency _ as provided in vocational 
studies; cultural efficiency as provid- 
ed in the esthetic disciplines; and po 
litical efficiency as provided in the for- 
mal disciplines which enable the pu- 
pil to appropriate ihe ideal principles 
of ethics and the progressive princi- 
ples of stable government. 


His address was followed bv singing 


'Blossom Bells" and "Pop Corn Man.'' 


Prof. Roth made and announcement 


concerning the books in the reading 
course. 


Dr. S. D. Fess prefaced his morning 


discourse by a few complimentary re- 
marks, upon the excellent attitude of 
the audience expressed in their good 
attention 
and 
ready 
response. Dr. 


Fess taeu proceeded to speak on the 
new things in "Civics." Having been 
a member of the recent Constitutional 
Convention in Ohio, he used -his "ex- 
perience in that convention a"s the 
basis of his explanation. He explain- 
ed the principles of "initiative and 
referendum."' He believes the repie- 
sentative government is the greatest 
fact that government knows. 
That 


direct legislation from the direct, will 
of the people, as involved in the new 
ideas, is too ideal. An immense pop- 
ulation 
can 
not 
legislate 
except 


through 
a 
smaller body. 
People 


should legislate indirectly through a 
legislature. Indirect 
initiative 
was 


ratified by Ohio. Whenever the legis- 
lature is elected upon any issue and 
fails to pass that issue. 3 per -cent, of 
the people can get out a petition. This 
petition goes to the legislature, if it 
refuses tnen to pass it, with an addi- 
tional 3 per cent, of the people, it inaj 
come before the State for a direct 
vote and will then become a law. The 
above expedient corrects misrepresen- 
tation. He showed the value of the 
principle ,of "referendum" that gives 
the chance to the _ people to petition 
against a Joill passed by legislature be- 
fore It becomes a law. As It can not 
beconie a law within ninety days of its 
passage. Under the head of "recall.'" 
he described the provision in the 
new constitution that created a com- 
mission appointed by the governor 
to be ratified by the legislature. This 
commission hears complaints concern- 
ing State officials 'and has the power 
of dismissal. He discussed the merits 
of the short ballot. Its principle is 
based upon: 


1. A function in government that 


is policy determining. 


2. An administration with efficient 


administrators. 


All of the officers in the government 


that are policy determining should be 
elected by the people — senators, rep- 
resentatives. governor, lieutenant gov 
ernor auditor. Others should he ap- 
pointed. You can not always get ef- 
ficiency when party lines are consid- 
ered. In the case of appointment peo- 
ple could ask for certain selections. 
He congratulated the people of Penn- 
sylvania that the office of State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction had 
been filled by one person appointed 
from term to term irrespective of ugli- 
fies that the excellent standard of ed- 
ucational Ideals in this State is a re- 
sult of (he plan of appointing admin- 
istrators. 
He advocated the govern- 


ment of cities through commissions. 
Dr. Fess believes that certain reforms 
such as child labor, anti-cigareite 
laws, etc., will never come to pass un- 
less 
the 
suffrage 
be 
extended 
to 


women. That women themselves, un- 
willing to assert this as their right. 
should demand suffrage, as a matter 
of duty. 


This very plain and sincere expla- 


nation of principles was appropriate- 
ly followed by the singing of "One 
Flag We Follow." 


Dr. Ccram continued his subject. 


"Helping Pupils to help themselves." 
The teacher's knowledge must 
lie 


broad enough to question a pupil from 
every standpoint. 
There is danger 


sometimes that the specialist can not 
do this when outside the line of his 
specialism. Teachers should be grow- 
ing in knowledge. Xo teacher can be 
an inspiration unless he be a student. 
In <33e giving of he3p one should not 
be sentimental. puniJs have no ri;;ht 
to expect help unless they have firs* 
hc-l^ed themselves. The motto of a 
school should be. "Watch Us Grow."

Bird's Nest of Steel. 


In tile Museum of Natural History at 


Soleure, in Switzerland, there is a 
bird's nefet made entirely of steel.

Majority 
of 
Hunting 
Accidents 


Could be Avoided if Hunters 


Kept Rules in Mind. 


Ever since Uie hunting season has 


opened the newspapers have contained 
many accounts of serious gunningr ac- 
cidents, which for the most part, could 
have been avoided by observing well 
known prwautiouiiry measures in the 
use of firearms. Prof. H. A. Surface, 
State Economic Zoologist, offers cer- 
tain "Safe Rules" to he followed while 
limiting. It will be observed that al- 
most every recorded accident is due 
to ignoring one or more of these rules: 


1. Alwiivs keep the gun 
pointed 


from yourself and other persons. 


2. Carry a gun w ith the end point- 


ed either upward, toward Uie sky_ or 
downward, toward the ground. Never 
sweep the horizon with it. If acci- 
dentally discharged while in the for- 
mer po'sition no harm is uicely to re- 
sult but if discharged while held hori- 
zontally it may result seriously. 


">. In getting over logs or fences al- 


w?ys see that the gun is first put over 
and in a solid position where it will 
no*- fall. Then go to anoiner place to 
climb over, and pick up the weapon 
•with the end pointing where it should. 


4. Never pull or draw a gun toward 


yourself by the imizzlev especially in 
wagons, boats, over fences, logs. etc. 


oT Do 'not lead the gun until attei 


leaving the house, and draw the loads 
(or remove caps, if a muzzle loader, 
and watch that no precussion is left 
on the tube) as scon as leaving the 
hunting grounds. 


<!. Never keep a loaded gun aiound 


the house or tent, and do not leave a 
loaded weapon where it may be knock- 
ed down by dogs or children. 


J. Do not carry the gun cocked ex- 


cepting when alert for the game to 
rise. 
5. Do not shoot into moving bushes 


or 5u tfte direction of a noise -without 
being snre the desired game is there 
and 'speing it for certainty. The move 
ment or noise may be caused by some 
person or by domesticate stock. 


9. \Vatch the muz/Je of the guu that 


no mud. snow, or other material fills 
it: and do not load as heavily with 
white or nitro powder as with black 
powder. This may prevent accidents 
from bursting. 
10. Do not start a fire in the woods 


without first providing against
